^/[ount  Saint  Marys  University  hosted  an  event  on  Thursday, 
November  16,  that  inspired  many  women-our  students,  faculty, 
staff,  and  outside  guests  who  were  first  comers  to  the  Mount.  Maria 
Shriver,  award-winning  journalist,  held  a  talk,  which  is  part  of  her 
series  "Architects  of  Change:  In  Pursuit  of  the  Common  Good,"  with 
Shonda  Rhimes.  If  you  don’t  know  who  Shonda  Rhimes  is,  she  is 
the  genius  who  created  T.V.  hits  Grey’s  Anatomy  and  Scandal. 

Almost  everyone  in  the  crowd  were  women,  which  was  a  perfect 
representation  of  what  the  Mount  believes  is:  empowering  women 
to  become  unstoppable.

Qn  February  20,  the  African  American  Council  of 
Women  enlightened  their  guests  for  their  third  Annual 
Variety  Show  and  redefined  the  term  Queen  from  an 
African  American  woman’s  point  of  view.  With  a 
touch  of  comedy  and  tears  of  passion,  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  the  show  was  once  again,  an  amazing  turnout. 
Guests  were  welcomed  with  traditional  soul  food  and 
portraits  of  Queens  surrounding  the  campus  center: 
Misty  Copeland,  Coretta  Scott  King,  and  Ava 
DuVerynay,  to  name  a  few.  Amber  Holt  initiated  the 
Black  National  Anthem.  The  story  opened  with  the 
two  narrators,  students  Sidney  Williams  and  Cierra 
Black,  who  played  a  mother  and  daughter.  The 
daughter  expressed  how  confused  she  was  by  the  term 
queen  and  of  all  the  black  women  historical  figures  that 
are  not  taught  in  schools.  Her  mother  began  to  teach 
her  about  a  few  people  vital  in  black  history.  The 
performances  consisted  of  songs,  student-written 
poems,  a  Shirley  Chisholm  monologue,  an  African 
dance,  a  Black  Panthers  and  Black  Lives  Matter 
presentation,  and  a  documentary  filmed  by  a  student 
which  all  portrayed  the  core  of  the  African  American 


woman-all  in  different  forms  of  art.  Alicia  Frison,  a 
UCLA  student  and  friend  of  AACW,  performed  a 
self -written  speech  in  the  shoes  of  Shirley  Chisholm- 
the  first  Black  woman  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate  who 
represented  New  York.  “From  today  and  for  on,  as 
long  as  we  fight,  we  will  be  unbought  and  unbossed,” 
she  said  during  her  speech-raising  her  hand  fearlessly. 
Among  the  many  performances,  one  that  brought 
guests  to  tears  was  the  Black  Lives  Matter  presentation. 
Sydnei  Jones,  president  of  AACW,  sang  Sam  Cookes 
“A  Change  Is  Gonna  Come,”  projecting  a  very  soft 
and  soothing  voice.  On’Jonet  Williams  performed  her 
powerful  poem  “I  Don’t  Care  If  People  Die,”  along 
with  footage  showing  daunting  images  of  oppressed 
Black  people.  It  was  emotional  to  watch,  yet  refreshing 
as  Sydnei  sang  the  lyrics  “It’s  been  a  long  time  coming 
but  I  know  a  change  is  gonna  come”  repeatedly.

J3reak  the  silence  and  stop  the  violence,  was  the  powerful  message  that 
the  Clothesline  Project  set  out  to  convey  to  all  members  of  the  Mount 
community.  The  Clothesline  Project  was  designed  to  provide  much  needed 
empowerment,  support,  education  and  a  healing  tool  for  survivors  of  all 
types  of  violence.  In  order  to  do  so,  it  featured  three  main  components; 
the  t-shirt  display,  the  t-shirt  making  area  and  finally  educational  materials. 
The  t-shirt  display,  which  surrounded  the  whole  Circle,  allowed  survivors 
to  visually  "break  the  silence"  about  their  personal  experiences  with 
violence.

1  he  11th  Annual  President’s  Invitation  to  Serve  welcomed  hundreds 
of  students,  alumnae,  faculty,  staff,  administrators  and  friends  of  the 
University  on  Saturday,  April  2nd  to  go  out  into  the  community  to 
serve  the  dear  neighbor.  President’s  Day  to  Serve  is  the  one  day  dedicated 
to  be  selfless  and  give  back  to  people  in  need.  Chalon  students  had  an 
early  start  to  their  day,  waking  up  early  to  catch  a  7 :30  a.m.  shuttle  to 
the  Doheny  campus.  The  checkdn  process  went  smoothly  with  each 
site  being  staffed  by  Student  Ambassadors  working  in  partnership  with 
the  Community  Engagement  office.  The  Donohue  Center  hummed 
with  the  sound  of  chatter  and  laughter  from  volunteers  as  they  filled 
their  tummy  with  nibbles  of  fruit,  pastries,  water  and  coffee. 

Setting  the  tone  for  the  day,  President  Ann  McElaneydohnson 
reminded  everyone  of  the  history  and  importance  of  carrying  out  the 
legacy  of  our  founders  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet  in  providing 
service  to  our  community.  Volunteers  boarded  shuttles  to  the  service 
locations  and  the  hard  work  began!  Beautification  projects  occurred  at 
Alexandria  House,  a  transitional  residence  for  single  women  and 
women  with  children;  Franklin  D.  Lanterman  High  School,  a  public 
special  education  high  school  and  Heal  the  Bay,  an  effort  to  keep  our 
coastal  waters  clean  and  safe,  volunteers  worked  to  keep  MSMU’s 
adopted  portion  of  the  Santa  Monica  beach  clean.  Sorting  and  packing 
was  the  service  provided  to  Downtown  Women’s  Center,  an 
organization  dedicated  to  helping  women  overcome  homelessness  and 


poverty;  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  a  Catholic  volunteer  organization  that 
serve  the  needy  and  the  Los  Angeles  Regional  Food  Bank  which 
distributes  food  to  over  1,000  agencies,  the  team  sorted  and  packed 
food  for  distribution  to  needy  families  throughout  Los  Angeles. 

One  student  volunteer  Marianna  Herrera  enthusiastically  describes 
her  experience.  “Service  starts  the  moment  you  sign  up.  The  best  way 
to  find  yourself  is  to  lose  yourself  in  the  service  of  others.  President’s 
Invitation  to  Serve  is  an  event  like  no  other  and  the  one  event  I  always 
look  forward  to  every  year."  Marianna  has  been  a  part  of  President’s 
Invitation  to  Serve  for  three  years  now  and  finds  it  a  rewarding 
experience.  "Although  I  have  been  serving  the  Los  Angeles  Regional 
Food  Bank  every  year,  I  get  a  different  experience  every  time.  It 
definitely  pays  off  and  is  such  a  rewarding  experience  when  the  service 
leaders  let  you  know  that  your  team  actually  went  over  the  assigned 
number  of  food  packets  by  600 +!  In  total,  we  were  able  to  organize 
3 ,647  bags!"  said  Herrera.  She  feels  the  experience  is  gratifying  in  giving 
back  to  someone  in  need.  She  gets  to  have  the  opportunity  to  experience 
this  day  with  residents  of  Magnificat  House.  Marianna  said,  "at  the 
same  time  that  we  are  volunteering,  we  have  an  amazing  time  bonding 
with  each  other,  as  well  as  meeting  other  fellow  students  and  faculty."

In  Memory  of 
Sr.  Carol  Purzycki 


§r.  Carol  Purzycki  was  an  extraordinary  person.  She  was  bom 

on  February  18,  1946  in  Flint,  Michigan  and  passed  away  on 
January  30,  2016.  In  her  early  life  at  the  age  of  20  she  joined 
Sister  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet.  During  that  time  she 
graduated  with  a  bachelors  in  Nursing  which  she  served  in 
Tuscon  and  Idaho  for  six  years.  She  left  to  practice  at  an 
internship  for  Pediatric  care  and  ever  since  then  she  fell  in  love 
with  children  and  young  adults.  Shortly  after  she  began  to  work 
at  Mount  Saint  Mary’s  University  in  Los  Angeles  as  a  professor 
for  seven  years.  Her  class  was  Pediatric  nursing.  The  students 
that  had  her  described  her  as  a  person  with  a  generous  heart, 
open  ears  and  wise  thoughts. 

In  in  her  middle  years  she  went  back  to  school  to  receive  a 
PhD  in  Pediatric  Nursing  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  Right 
after  she  returned  to  MSMU  where  she  would  live  the  rest  of 
her  days  teaching  and  assuming  leadership  roles.  During  those 
years  she  worked  as  the  Director  of  the  Accelerated  BSN  nursing 
program  for  ten  years  and  the  last  two  years  she  was  an  adviser 
for  pre-nursing  students. 

"There  are  three  things  she  liked  the  most  in  world,"  said 
Mary  Sloper, "  the  CSJ  community,  children  &  young  adults, 
and  Mount  Saint  Mary’s  University  students.  What  was  most 
noticeable  from  her  was  she  was  always  happy,  she  enjoyed  life, 
and  was  always  delightful.  But  of  course  she  was  serious  when 
she  needed  to  be."  Many  students  remember  her  having  a 
generous  heart,  open  ears  and  wise  thoughts.
